Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicants submission filed on October 16, 2006 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed October 16, 2006 are 
acknowledged.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
6. Claims 5-1 1 and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Iwakuma et al., U.S. Pre Grant Publication 
2004/0086745. 

Iwakuma discloses a material for organic electroluminesce device comprising a compound with 
the structure 
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C z (-A) m 

wherein C z is a substituted or unsubstituted arylcarbazoyl group and A is (M) p -(L) q -(M') r with p 
representing an integer of 0 to 2; q representing an integer of 1 or 2 and r represents an integer of 
0 to 2. The reference reads on the instant claims when p and r are zero; q is 1 and L is a 
substituted or unsubstituted aryl group (see paragraphs 0007, 0009-0012). Additionally, the 
reference reads on the instant claims when m is 3 and the substituent on the aryl group can be an 
amino group, a nitro group, a cyano group, hydroxyl group and an aryl group (see paragraph 
0026). The reference discloses that m can be 3. The reference does not explicitly disclose that 
the arylcarbazole group does not have an n-fold axis of symmetry when n is 3 to 5. The 
reference can read on the instant claims when the arylcarbazoyl groups are attached at the 2, 3 
and 6 positions of the A. Paragraphs 0061-0066 of the reference discloses that the arylcarbazoyl 
material acts as a host in the light emitting layer and a phosphorescent compound such as an 
iridium, platinum or osmium complex is present.
